An application was submitted, relative 
to the supply of junks for ‘the disposal 
of City refuse, by Ny Kwong, contractor, in 
which he said that in view of the difficulty at 
present experienced by the sanitary authorities 
in the disposal of the fefuse from the City of 
Victoria, owing to the want of dust boats, he 
weuld venture to offer his services for supplying 
seaworthy junks, with the necessary crew for 
the work, With his past long experience of the 
City scavenging work he misht safely Say that 
the lig’ ter hired by the Government to take the 
refirse out to sea is far from being sufficient to 
meet the present requirements. He was pre- 
pared to supplyeight sea-going junks of not 
less than t.000 piculs capacity, each, which 
were to moor at the Prayaat the present boat: 
stations, Nos. 1, 2, 5,6, 7,9; to and 12, for a 
pay of $3,503 a njonth. Such household re- 
fase as may be carted to the boat-stations on 
the Prayn would be carried -on board’ by his 
men, and taken outto sea, off Green Island, and 
there dumped overboard: This wark should be 
under a contract for a term of not less than 
three months, ‘The applicant would be ready 
to take up the work within one week of being 
notified that his offer was ‘acceptable to the 
Government. Mt. Lau Chii Pak said he 
understood that the lighter was not sufficient to 
meet the present requite ents, and a nuisance 
is caused by the accumulauon of refuse on 
Praya.
